EUROPE. 

A Peaceful Outlook. 

A Large Fire Near London. 

St. Petersburg^ July 8,— The 
Journal de St. Petersburg, referring to 
the speecfi of the Marquis of Salisbury | 
in the House of Lords on Monday : 
night, echoes his wish that the negoti- 
ations between England and KuBsia for 
a settlement of the Afghan frontier 
question will result in an agreement. 
Sir Edward Thornton, British Ambas- 
sador to Russia, will leave shortly for 
England. 

Paris, July 8.— The Matin is au- 
thority for the statement that the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury has issued a circular 
to the Powers interested urging them 
to ratify the Egyptian Financial Con- 
vention. 

Hr. Gibifir has. returned from Spain. 
He reports that Dr. Ferrari keeps the 
nature of his vaccine a secret, though 
he treated him (Gibier) courteously 
and all him to witness the operation. 
The Spanish hospitals are in a tjlt.hy 
condition. Dr. Gibier is skeptical of the 
ejljciioy of Dr. Ferran's operations. 

London, July 8. — Young's glue fac- 
tory and Pomme.'s t'ann-ry, together 
covering three acres of ground in Ber- 
mond's Eve, a London suburb, burned; 
loss, £200,000. 

Eastern States. 

Cleveland, July 7. — Great excite 
ment prevails in the eastern part of the 
city. This morning 1,200 strikers from 
the iron mills at Nevvburgh marched 
into the city and visited the Chisholm 
Shovel Works on Case avenue. This es- 
tablishment is operated by the Chis- 
holms, who also own a controlling in- 
terest in the Cleveland Roiling Mills. 
The strikers forced the workmen out 
and closed down the factory. They 
then proceeded to the Union Screw 
forks' on Case avenue, near Payne 
avenue.' They were Honied, admittance, 
whereupon they broke in the windows 
and forcibly took possession of the 
place. The workmen here quit rather 
than have a riot, and at this time — 
1 130 [). in. — the establishment is being 
closed, Several men were hurt by 
stones. 

At the screw, which are partly own- 
ed by Chisholm, the mob carried every- 
thing before them. The door was bat- 
tered down with heavy pieces of tim- 
ber, and car pins were driven through 
the windows. Fayette Brown, president 
of the company, was struck on the 
head with a club, and quite seriously 
injured. The girls employed in the 
packing room fainted, and orders were 
Quickly given to .stop the. engines, and 
ptop work.

More Trouble Anticipated with 
China. 

The Pall Mall Gazette's Ex- 
posures. 

ENGLAND. 
London, July 10. — In the commons 
this afternoon, Grey, liboral member for 
South Northumberland, in accordance 
with his notice of yesterday, aakod Cross, 
homo secretary, whether he could aasuro 
the house that thu government had given 
orders to the police to do their utmost to 
suppress abominations in London, report- 
ed by the Fall Mall Gazette. The homo 
secretary replied that tho police would use 
every exertion to suppress tho alleged 
practices. The existing law, supplement- 
ed by tho criminal law amendment bill, 
would suffice to bring to justice perpetra- 
tors of such abominations. 

Tho government after much meditation 
has decided that it cannot support Mr. 
l'arnell's motion of enquiring into the 
conduct of ollicials in the Maaltnstrasaa 
and Barbaville cases. This decision will 
probably result in tho Pa'rnellitea with- 
drawing their support from tho govern- 
ment which they have hithorto given tho 
present uovornment. 

Tho house agreed to the government's 
proposition to issue forty million pounds 
in treasury bills to meet tho deficits of the 
past and present year. 

The debate on tho criminal law amend- 
ment bill was resumed. 

;i p. m. — The excitement over tho I'all 
ftlall Gazette's revelations continues with- 
out abatement. The windows and door- 
ways of the Gazette publication ollico aro 
barricaded, and the police are in control 
of . the surrounding mobs. The Gazette 
says it receives dally a number of cable- 
grams from tho United States asking 
about tho progress of its exposures. Car- 
dinal Manning has accepted tho proposi- 
tion made by the proprietors of the Pall 
Mall Gazette to submit a complete proof 
of all its revelations, including every 
name and detail to a party of responsible 
men which must include Cardinal Man- 
ning and Hon. Samuel Murley. The ex- 
aminers to have the privilege of reporting 
to the public on the affair as they deem 
just. 

IRELAND. 
Duulin, July 10. — During a band per- 
formance to day at Black flock the Brit 
ish flag was hauled down and the green 
flag hoisted in its place. * 

GERMANY. 
Brussels, July 10. — The Belgian min- 
ister of finance opposes the proposud im- 
post of duties on cattle and corn. 

FRANCE. 
PARIS, July 10 — Tho ministry is being 
Btrongly urged to annex Aiiuam. The 
pressure in this direction is almost irre- 
sistable that it requires Do Freyeinet's 
skill to prevent his colleagues from act- 
ing precipifatoly in the matter. Ho is ad- 
verse to any step that might revive mis- 
understanding with China and renew 
France's eastern troubles. 

It is reported here that tho BJack Flags 
will rainturoo the Annamites in any ooli- 
tes', the latter may decide upon waging 
against tho French. 

The chamber of denudes this afternoon 
voted an appropriation of §800,000 to bo 
expended by tho state in maintaining and 
educating every seventh child born to a 
French family. This action is taken to 
revive an obsolete law, enacted during 
the French revolution, in the in- 
terest of an increase of tho French popu- 
lation. Thu prosent enactment applies to 
either Bex, and. is confined to childrea of 
parents in needy circumstances. [An at - 
tempt to reject this latter restriction was 
negatived by a vote of 2G0 to 121 

Tho chamber of deputies to-day voted 
the expenditure estimates for tho coming 
year. - 

TOULO08K, July 10. —The prefect, after 
inquiry, haa found no cases of cholora in 
the department of Audo . 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, July 10. — Serioua floods arc) 
reported in Galacja. Vistula river has 
risen ten feet, swamping a large portion 
of tl)o city of Oraoow, and the town of 
Slfavina. Many iniles of railways have 
been destroyed- 

PORTUGAL. 
LisuoN, July 10. — A mysterious epi- 
demic has broken out in tho lity and in 
various other parts of Portugal. Victims 
are attacked without warning and aro 
dead within a few minutes after seizure. 
The disease is a mystery to tho doctors 
who, as yet, have found no effective 
method of combating it. 

, SPAIN. 

Maduid, July 10 —The total number 
of cases of cholera reported from all parts 
of Spain yesterday was 145,1}, a'ld deaths 
(180. It is now hoped Madrid will escape 
tho scourge as the diseaao is rapidly de- 
creasing at A vaujsuoz,. 

EGYPT?. 

Caiho, July 10. — It is stated that unless 
aotiou bo taken by September 1st, feypt 
will be completely bankrupt.

English News. 

London, July 2. — Tho prospectus of a 
Conservative news Hgency (limited) haa 
been issued. Lord Randolph Churchill is 
chairman of the company. The capital is 
£100,000. The purpose is to provide tho 
provinces with cheap Conservative news- 
papers, and to prepare voters for the gen- 
eral election. It is proposed to issue car- 
toons and publish liteiary matter on cheap 
terms and on tho co-operative principle. 
The scheme has tho support of leading 
Conservatives. Articles bearing tho sig- 
natures of cabinet ministers and others 
aro pro'iiised 

London, July 2. — The chairman of the 
Cobden Club has issued an announcement 
concerning the British policy of free trade, 
with reference to the possibility of its dis- 
turbance by the Conservatives, lie de- 
clares that as the club has been warned 
that the principles of Cobden are threat- 
ened, it has taken measures to firmly re 
Hist any and all attacks upon them by pro- 
tectionists. Continuing, the chairman 
auya: "We are not surprised at tho at- 
tempts of the landed interests to tax food. 
Tho whole feudal land system of England 
is tumbling to pieces. A great number 
of the Salisbury ministry have already 
advocated interference with tho present 
fiscal system of England. The whole 
world is certain to eventually adopt Cob- 
den's principles, which are now scoffed at 
by many. The tarills by protectionist 
countries henelit the few to the detriment 
of many, and by God's providence they 
will not generally bo adopted." 

London, July 1.— ft* Waddingtou, 
French Ambassador at London, and his 
wife, havo both refused, tho St. James 
(iazetto says, to appear in mourning at a 
court ball as prescribed by the Queen, 
because of the death of Prinse Frederick 
Charles of Germany. RI. Waddington's 
refusal was officially declared in a courte- 
ous note sent to hor majesty. In ibis the 
French Ambassador expressed to the 
Queen his persotial regret at being unable 
to comply with tho royal command, but 
aaid he could not disobey tho orders <if his 
government to not wear mourning at the 
death of any enemy of Franco. 

The London Shop Girl. 

A London despatch says; Since Mr. 
Sutherstjpublished his "Death and Di- 
sease Behind the Counter," public at- 
tention has been from time to time 
directed to the hardships of girlw in 
shops and refreshment rooms. The fact 
that last week two girls attending the 
bouffets of Mesirs. Spiers & Pond in 
the Inventories fainted, and one had 
to be taken to the hospital, led to in 
inquiry, which showed that the girls 
were lequired to attend from nine 
o'clock in the morning till ten o'clock 
at night, and that they were not allow- 
ed during these long hours to sit down, 
the old [ilea of the shopkeepers being 
urged that it does not look "business 
like" to see assistants sitting down. U 
has ulso come to public notice that some 
qf the assistants in haberdasheries and 
other shops in the East End have much 
longer hours, their attendance being 
from 7 a. in. till 11 p. m., and soine- 
timas midnight. Tho bill prepared bv 
Mr, Sutherst to regulate shop hours is 
in the hands of Sir John Lubbock, and 
stands for a second reading on the 
2-tt.h inst. It is supported by Lord 
Randolph Churchill, Mr. Albert Pell, 
and Mr Burt, and whether it becomes 
law or not it is sure to create a lively 
debate. The Dean of Westminister and 
Archdeacon Farrar, who have taken 
such an active part in ameliorating the 
conndition of the London shop girl, are 
nevertheless opposed to legislative in- 
terference. While no one but a heart- 
less slave driver wishes a young girl to 
be employed for a longer period than 
twelve hours in one day, to regulate 
shop hours by act of Parliament, some 
day, might be a remedy that would be 
worse than the disease, as tending to 
increase the difficulties of young per- 
sons in search of employment! But u 
must be rcpqllocted that all reforms on 
behalf of labor have been met with a 
similar cry.

THE EGYPTIAN PUZZLE. 

Among tho various suhotiius for tliu 
settloinunt of the'Egyptian problem that 
wore presented at u recent meeting of the 
new British cabinet was one recommended 
by the Earl of North brook, first lord of 
the admiralty in the late cabinet, after 
his trip to Egypt na a special commissioner 
to examine and report upon the situation. 
Thia schoine was discussed with great se- 
crecy by tho lato cabinet after Lord 
Northbrook's return, and tho only portion 
of it which has hitherto been made pub 
lie was the plan for tiding over tho finan- 
cial diliioulties of tho Egyptian govern- 
ment. Tho portion of tho scheme which 
relatoa to tho future administration of 
affairs in Egypt ia now divulged for the 
first time, and is as follows: Any settle- 
ment of the revolt in the Soudan, is to bo 
made in tho name of the sultan of Tur- 
key, who is thua to be formally recognized 
as the. suzerain of both upper and lower 
Egypt. The sultan ia to bo required to 
give some public mark of hia support of 
the present khedivo of Egypt, and ia to 
send a brigade of Turkish troops to gar- 
riaon Suakim under the orders of the 
Britiah commander. Tho reversion of the 
sovereignty of the Soudan ia to give to 
be given to tho sultan under the condi- 
tions expressed in the entente corUUde 
which previously existod between the 
sultan aud the Britiah government, estab- 
lished during Lord Beaconsfield'a admin- 
istration. Respecting tho question of 
the best form of government for tho fu- 
ture administration of affairs ill tho .Sou- 
dun, . the plan provides that the sultan 
shall gife guurant.ies for the protection of 
trade peacefully conducted between the 
interior and Ked sea littoral or Nile delta, 
shall abolish raids among the natives for 
th'e capture of slaveB, and shall suppress 
the export slave trade. In the event of 
disorders caused by the neutralisation of 
Egypt or evacuation of the country by tho 
British, Turkish troops shall be employed 
in restoring order, but under guaranties to 
preserve the autonomy and internal ad- 
ministration of Egypt in accordance with 
existing firmans, and shall be withdsawn 
as soon as order ia restored. The Egyp- 
tian government ia to pay the same trib- 
ute as at present to the porte, and the 
sultan's delegate is to assist in arranging 
a scheme for iho reorganization of the 
Egyptian army and gendarmes on a per- 
manent basis, sufficient for the future 
protection of the country. 



THE GREAT FAMILY N.EW8- 
I'A PER. 

Tho "groat family newspaper," unable 
to defend its conduct in admitting sal- 
acious paragraphs and advertisements has 
resurrected an advertisement from TheVolu- 
iiist in an effort to bIiow that this journal 
is at leaat as indifferent to public opinion 
as the "groat family." But the two eases 
are not parallel. The Times is in tho 
habit of pointing in swell typo the way to 
a house in which a decent man would not 
be seen; anu the threshold of which no 
woman who values her reputation would 
knowingly cross. Tho exception wo have 
taken to the publication by the "groat 
family newspaper" of thia den is this: It 
especially advises "families" and excur- 
sion parties to put Up there when it known 
that the house was presented at the April 
sitting of tho magistrates us a vilo estab- 
lishment; and when it also knows that 
the proprietress holds her license only on 
Bufferanco and ia liable to have it with- 
drawn at any moment, We have also 
protested against tho publication of dis- 
gusting parngraphs by the "great family 
newspaper" which reflect upon tho char- 
acters of Victoria girls. Its vulgar item 
on Tuesday was as untrue as tho article 
which charged that Victoria young lathes 
are in tho habit of visiting opium deoa. 
For saying less than this the London Pall 
Mall Gazette has been mobbed. They do 
things differently in Victoria The penple 
banish the offending journal from their 
firesidca and tables and that is an end of 
it. If the Times, which made auch loud 
professions of decency in starting, should 
continue its present course, it is not un- 
reasonable to predict that in a short time 
the circulation of the "great family news- 
paper" will be confined to the "great 
family hotel" at Beacon Hill. 



THE TAX REDUCTIONS. 

The city council completed their duties 
Thuraday as a court of appeal from tho 
asaesBmenta placed on city property by 
the assessor and tho revisora. Although 
a very persistent effort was made by prop- 
erty owners or their agents to reduco tho 
assessments, the council made few altera- 
tions, and the result must be very satis- 
factory to thoso who have the proper 
maintenance of the city government in 
view. The question of valuation was 
thoroughly discussed, and tho controversy 
of opinion is no doubt settled. The total 
amount of tax 1 rebates was §1,500. This 
amount will soon bo balanced by the large 
influx of population and improvements in 
progress. No one finds a pleasuro in pay- 
ing taxes, especially where an increase has 
been made; but our citizens should not 
object to a reasonable increase so long as 
we have a council that may be relied on 
to uso tho money judiciously in rectifying 
the deplorable condition of our streets, 
and devising a system of drainage that 
will remove tho stagnant gutter pools and 
abolish the noxious smolls that breed pes- 
tilence and disease. An important point 
for satisfaction is found in the knowledge 
that tho taxes paid by absentees tiro in- 
creased many thouaund dollars annually. 
It is about time that rich absentees should 
be made to bear a fair share of taxation 
with the workingman who buys a choap 
lot and builds his little home on it and 
who has been paying an unjust and dis- 
proportionate sharo of the city rovonui). 

NEWFOUNDLAND TRADE. 

A deputation consisting of about twenty 
members of parliament, representing con- 
stituencies largely interested in tho tishing 
industries, interviewed the Dominion gov- 
ernment and urged that the duty should be 
taken off fish frotu Newfoundland only upon 
condition of the government of that colony 
granting reciprocal concessions in the way 
of removing duties on (lour and other rtrti- 
oals whioh are at present taxed by New- 
foundland. It the reciprocity bo in lish 
only, it is contended, and with justice, too, 
that Canada will not benefit by it in the 
leant, as wo cannot export fish there, and 
our own boats supply sulhcient for our 
wants so that we hardly require any fish 
from the big island in the gulf. Sir John 
stated to tho deputation that in the event of 
any change taking place in the trade rela- 
tions between the two countries the repre- 
sentations made to the government would 
receive every consideration. 



DARING ItOIilJi; KY, 

A Lndy Garrotted in Her Own 
House,

Chicago, .Inly '.). — Tho most daring and 
adroitly executed robbery that has taken 
place in Chicago for many years was com- 
mitted yesterday afternoon at 50 Eldridge 
Court, the residence of Thomas Smith, 
listid draughtsman at the Dearborn foundry. 
Mr. Smith in in receipt of a good salary 
aud it bus been his practice for some time 
past to entrust a large portion of his earn- 
ings with his wifo. Mrs. Smith is a stout 
lady about 2b' years of age. When her hus- 
band left for work after dinner she was left 
alone in their appartmehts on the first door. 
A ring at the boll called Mrs. Smith In the 
front door. Two men dressed as mechanics 
were standing there. They introduced 
themselves as plumbers stmt by the land- 
lord. Mrs. Smith unsuspiciously led tin- 
way to the kitchen. Sho stood by the door. 
First one entered and after waiting a mo- 
ment, sho turned to let tho second man 
pass. As she turned be struck her a blow 
with his list, which caused her to tall on her 
knees. Before she had time to cry out her 
assailant's lingers were fastened on her 
neck. Then the other jfian drew a long 
rope from the sack he carried aud tied her 
feet and hands. A towel was drawn closely 
across her mouth. Both ends wen- tied to- 
gether back of the head. The robbers 
opened tho bosom of Mrs. Smith's dress 
and gut hold of a wallet containing $1,030. 
Suddenly the door boll rang. One 
of the fellows coolly answered tho 
summons. Mr. Timmouy, and his 
wife, friends of the Smiths, had 
stopped to make a call, and while one of 
the robbers hold Mra. Smith on tho tl mr 
with hia hand pressed over her mouth to 
prevent her stirring, the other informed 
the callers that Mrs. Smith was ill and 
unable to see any visitors. Then he 
closed and locked tho door aud said; 
"What shall we do with her f" 'Kill 
her; that's tho only thing to do," said tho 
other; "then she will never squeal." "I 
don't want to kill tho woman in cold 
blood," rejoined the tirat speaker. "You 
needn't do it in cold blood," answered 
tho other; "first sot fire to tho house aud 
let her burn up." Then Mrs. Smith saw 
the man who spoke last seize a can of 
kerosene as if to execute his throat. The 
can proved to be empty, and he cast it 
from him with an oath and cried, "Let's 
dump her into the bath tub and turn on 
the water. Sho will drown like a rat," 

A moment's consultation ensued, and 
then the men went out of the front door, 
closing it after them, and leaving Mrs. 
Smith upon the floor bound hand and 
foot, and almost dead from fright. Half 
an hour elapsed before she regained 
strength enough to attempt loosening tho 
bonds about her wrists. This look anoth- 
er half hour. Dragging herself on her 
knees she finally reached the front door. 
A passer-by was appraised of what had 
taken place, and tho police were notified. 
Up to this morning they have obtained no 
clue, and have boon unable to accomplish 
more than to caution Mr. Smith not to 
say anything about tho affair to reporters. 
Mra. Smith has boon prostrated by the 
shock. Sho is now seriously ill.

THE CHINESE ItESTItlCTION 

Discussion on liie Government 
measure. 

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

Mr. Chapleau moved for committee of 
the whole house to consider tho resolu- 
tions providing that it ia expedient to im- 
pose an entry feo or duly of £r>0 on every 
person of Chinese origin entering Canada; 
that no vessel coming to Canada shall 
carry more than one Chinese immigrant 
for every fifty tons of its tonnage; and 
that the master of a vessel carrying such 
immigrants shall bo personally liablo for 
the payment of entry fees. lie narrated 
tho travels of tho commissioners. He 
said that a certain amount of fooling ex- 
isted in Victoria on the arrival of the 
commissioners, and that they woro re- 
ceived with a kind of protest that the 
people had not boon duly notified so as to 
facilitate the giving of evidence before the 
commission. He oontonded thai suffici- 
ent notice' had been given. Ho said that 
us soon aa tho Imperial aut horities learned 
that tho Canadian government wero about 
to deal with the Chinese question, they 
had notified the Canadian government 
that, notwithstanding tho treaty between 
G'reat Britain and China the Imperial au- 
thorities were leaving tho Dominion par- 
liament perfectly free to deal with the 
question aa thuy might deem expedient. 
(Hear, hear.) "lie said that the proposed 
government measure was intended to 
grant the reasonable demands of tho peo- 
ple in British Columbia, and was in accor- 
dance with tho petitions submitted by the 
legislature of that province. Ho dealt 
with tho character of tho Chinese, coming 
to tho conclusion that they woro 

NOT MORE FILTH V 
or more given to crime than others. At 
tho same time they were more docilo, 
more easy to manage, than whites. Tho 
Chinese had built the throe great Pacific 
roads of tho United Status. Hut for 
them the immon.se fruit trade of Califor- 
nia could not have been built up. There 
was no objection to them except among 
the workiiigmon. It was argued that they 
did not support wives and families, paid 
nothing to schools and churches, and that 
workingmon had tho right to be protected 
against them. Lie did not know but that 
there was something in that contention'. 
It could not bo denied, however, that the 
Chinamen wore a bettor instrument than 
Europeans in tho hands of a builder, es- 
pecially on great works involving millions 
of expenditure. Ho believed that the 
peace of Britiah Columbia would be 
threatened unless sorno restrictive legisla- 
tion woro passed by the parliament . The 
proposed measure was nut cruel or Bnjust, 
but ho thought it would amount almost 
to the prohibition of the immigration of 
that class of Chiueso whom it was so de- 
sirable to exclude, and especially of thoae 
who come into competition with white 
labor. He explained that under the reso- 
lutions before the houso fifty dollars 
would he charged as an entry feo every 
time a Chinaman entered tho country, no 
matter how often. 

Mr. Shakespeare oxpreased pleasure at 
the prospect which the people of British 
Columbia had of being, to a certain ex- 
tent, relieved from the curse under which 
they had suffered. While the measure 
was not all that some people desired, he 
regarded it as the beginning of better 
days. He p unted out that when the rail- 
way was finished a groat number of Chi- 
namen would be out of work and the evil 
would bo greater than it is to-day. It 
had been said that there was no leprosy 
in this country. The reason that conclu 
sinn was arrived at was, he believed, be- 
cause the persona who could give informa- 
tion on the subject, who knew of cases of 
leprosy, would not appear before tho com- 
mission because they considered it useless 
and disapproved of it. 

Mr. Baker (Victoria, B. C ) said that 
one would have supposed from tho speech 
of the secretary of state that ho was op- 
posing instead of proposing the measure, 
nine-tenths "f his speech being pro-Chi- 
uuso. Ho believed that the majority of 
the persons who appeared beforo tho com- 
mission and gave evidence favorable to 
tho Chinese were employers of Chinese 
labor, or wero otherwise interested. Ho 
thought it was quite natural for the 
people of British Columbia to feel 
annoyed at not being notified of the in- 
tended visit of the commissioners, and at 
the apparent slight put upon British 
Columbia members, who were well quali- 
fied by long experience to give testimony 
on the subject. He contended that the 
people in other parts of the Dominion, 
besides British Columbia, had advocated 
th.e exclusion of tho Chinese. He re- 
ferred for the corroboration of this to the 
resolution passed by tho Hamilton work- 
ingmon. 

It being aix o'clock the apeakor left tho 
chair. 

After recess, Meaera. Baker (Victoria), 
Gordon aud limner apoko on the resolu- 
tions. Tho house wont into committee 
on the resolutions. In committee, Mr. 
Baker suggested that tho maximum immi- 
gration of Chinese should bo one pas- 
senger for every hundred tins of tonnage 
of the vessel instead of one for every 
fifty. Air. Chapleau did not accept the 
suggestion. Ho explained that the pay- 
ment of a restrictive duty would apply to 
Chinese coming in from the United States 
as well as directly from China. 

Tho resolutions wore roportod, and a 
bill founded on them introduced. 

A resolution providing for tho payment 
of a Chinese interpreter was adopted in 
committee of tho whole houso. Tho bill 
formerly introduced was withdrawn. 

Mr. Gordon thought it was quite a 
compliment to British Columbia that the 
house should, at thia late atago of the 
aeaaion. liaten to a diacussion of thjs 
question and devote a period of time to 
legislating upon it. He congratulated 
tho dominion government upon kooping 
its promise to push tho measure, which, 
though not so restrictive as soino might 
desire, was a move in the right direction. 

Mr. Uomor said that while he believed 
in 188-1 that an act restricting tho impor- 
tation of Chinese labor in Britiah Colum- 
bia would have boon premature, owing to 
the unfinished condition of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, ho believed the time had 
now come when such restriction should bo 
adopted. At the proaent time, with the 
railway construction for the present near- 
ly ended, there was a surplus of labor in 
his province. The immigration of Chi- 
namen had been very large, aud threat- 
ened to convert tho province inLo a Chi- 
nese colony, unless some restriction auch 
as was proposed Bhould bo adopted. 

The motion was carried and the house 
went into committee. 

The resolutions wero reported and a bill 
founded thereon was introduced and read 
a first time. 

Tho house wont into committee on the 
resolution. providing for tho appointment 
and remuneration of a controller, inter- 
preter and other peraona, who may ho ap- 
pointed under the bill, • 

The resolution waa reported.

GHOSS E-VSUET. 

'I'lse American Flag Hoistesl at 
Half-Iflast l»y Mormons-- Ac- 
tion or Eoyal Citizens— To 
be Hanged— Accidentally 
. Shot. 

Salt Lake, July 4th. — When the 
sun rose this morning the National Hag 
hung half-mast on the City Hall, the 
County House and the Deseret News 
office, the Mormon Tabernacle, Church 
Tithing office, John Tuylor'o residence 
(called Gardo House), Mormon Church 
offices and the Sal; Like Theatre. That 
on the last named building was put 
full-mast as soon as W. liossitter, the 
presont manager, saw it, but those on 
the other buildings hung limp and de- 
jectedly against their masts. No one 
could bo found to explain the reason. 
About noon, a committee, composed of 
United States Marshal Ireland, C. L. 
Haines, Major Wilkes and Captain 
Evans, the last two named ex-Confed- 
erates, went to tin: City Hall to ascer- 
tain the reason. City Marshal Philips 
said it was tho result of his personal 
whim. The Committee demanded that 
the Hag be raised to full-mast, which 
demand was mot with a refusal, whore 
Upon Captain Evans jumped up and 
started out to rafae it himself. The 
door was shut ami locked by the police- 
man before he reached it. All present, 
including some dozen police officers, 
made a rush for Captain Evans. Con- 
stable Charley Crow raised his club to 
strike, and drew his pistol, and other 
officers reached for their g'.'.na Quiet 
waa restored by the United States 
Marshal, and a conference waited on 
the city officials, who said that Fourth 
of July was a day of mourning to them 
and "this people," whose best men 
were in tho penitentiary by virtue of 
federal officials, perversive of all princi- 
ples of law and liberty; that tho flag 
over tho City Mall did not belong to 
any ring of so called loyal Americans, 
ami intimated that any man who un- 
dertook to disturb the Hag at half-mast 
would be shot. The officers and the 
committee of chitons then went into 
the street, when.' a small crowd had 
gathered, numbers of whom wanted to 
raise the liag at till hazards, but were 
threatened by the police not to attempt 
it on the pain of being "dropped.'' In 
private consultation with U. S. Mar- 
shal Ireland, a City Marshal consented 
either to rui-e it full mast or take it 
down within thirty minutes, while in 
the meantime Constable L'row hail 
mustered up a small squad to "clean 
the mob out," The City Marshal con- 
sulted with Mayor Sharp, who was at- 
tending the Mormon priesthood meet- 
ing, auil in less than thirty minutes 
the flag was run down, amid the jeers 
and sneers of the city othciul, The C. 
A. H. post, celebrating near the city, 
were informed of the difficulty, and 
came in, after passing resolutions to 
run the Hags to their proper places. 
They,niet a crowd of loyal angry citizens 
at Walker House. The crowd wanted 
to go and i>y foree put the flags when; 
they belonged, but counsel of Governor 
Murray prevailed. Finally a committee 
of five were seut to demand the Mayor 
that it should be done, and a few 
minutes later the Hag at the City Hall 
was run to the masthead. The Citizens' 
Committee made the sume demand 
on Sheriff Graisbeck, and he hoisted 
the Hag at the County Court House 
from half to full mast, without demur- 
ring. The flag on the Co Operative 
store was also run from half to full 
mast, about b' o'clock this evening, but 
the others hung out in deu'nnce till sun- 
down, and are yet at half must. All 
who are immediately responsible for 
this treasonable piece of business dis- 
clinm knowing anything about it, but 
it has leaked out that the order to this 
insult to the nation at large and the 
government in Utah come direct from 
the heads of the church. 

A crowd of citizens, after the com- 
mittee's visit to the Mayor, went to the 
Co-operative store to put the .flag up 
there, and found a squad of eighteen 
policemen guarding the place. These 
conservators of the peace abused indi- 
viduals in tho crowd, calling them all 
vile names, and in return were called 
"aliens," "traitors" and "thugs." The 
directors of the concern had been 
liaistly called together to consider the 
matter of putting up the Hag to full 
mast, and while the crowd outside were 
becoming momentarily more demon- 
strative, concluded to run up flat flag 
and it was done amid the cheering of 
citizens. From tho Co-operative the 
police, force went in a body to the 
residence of John Taylor anil guarded 
it and its Hag at half-uuist until sun- 
down. The Hag was pulled down then, 
and at the same time all the half-mast 
Hags dropped out of sight. 

The Barkerville Public School.

As this is an event of the season the the- 
atre was comfortably Idled by the chil- 
dren, their parents, and friends. The 
ordinary routine of examination was con- 
siderably enlivened and varied by read- 
ings, recitations, and singing, in which all 
the pupils took part. Judging from the 
frequent applause, tho audience was 
greatly pleased aud amused by their 
youthful entertainers. Tho flinging was 
excellent; indeed, it is doubtful whether 
there is another school of twenty-four 
children in this dominion to compare with 
them in this respect. 

In uiio other respect aa a school thoy 
boar the palm — intelligent faces, excel- 
lent physique and neat attiro, not alono 
on examination days, but at all times. 

Credit is duo to Air. W. L. Jonos, who 
through illness was unavoidably abaent 
from tho examination. 

Towards tho close of the programme 
Mr. Ferguson, who always attends theao 
entertainments to encourage the teachers 
and scholars, "passed round the hat," 
and in a few moments secured for tho 
children's annual feast a sum nearly as 
largo aa tho Victoria volunteers' fund. 

Tho best recitations were "The Volun- 
teer's Crave," by Allio M M. Bowron, 
and "Colonol Burnaby," by Jeanie Kelly, 
Miss Annie 12. Brown won the roll of 
honor for deportment, and Master James 
Kelly for regularity of attendance.

A visit to the various lumber yards 
and mills in Victoria is a convincing 
evidence of the increasing demand for 
building material. Last year tho lumber- 
yards were packed with material in the 
month of July, and there was scarcoly 
any demand from local contractors, but 
this year the mills aro taxed to their full 
capacity and the sash, door and blind 
factories cannot keep up with their 
orders. New buildings are being erected 
in all sections of the city, and a promi 
nent lumber merchant is authority for the 
statement that over one hundred new 
houses will be erected in Victoria within 
the next six months. Property owners 
find ready tenants for houses, and tho 
steady increase in population inspires con- 
fidence to improve insido property. A 
contract has been lot for several cottages 
to be erected shortly on the Esq ui malt 
road, near tho britlgo. 

Beacon Slill Minerals. 

There is a chance for some enterprising 
prospector to distinguish himself without 
traveling to Skeena river or tho Big Bend 
country. Below the battery on Beacon Hill 
iH a well defined ledge of quartz with perfect 
hanging walls. It comes out from under 
the hill and slopes down through tho mass 
of tide-water rocks, thence disappearing 
into the sound. The rock is soft and car- 
ries heavy streaks of pyrites of iron and 
galena plainly visible to the eye. There is 
not a spot on the ledge that the croppings 
will not show mineral, indeed the whole 
hill seems to be a mass of heated rocks 
thrown into position by violent action. It 
is seldom that mineral is found so close to 
tide-water, and the very strangeness of its 
position is in favor of a theory that if the 
vein was traced futher inland some satisfac- 
tory results would be obtained.

Letter from a Resident of Cher- 
at. Puiijauh, 

\\*e aro favored with tho following ox- 
tract from a letter, dated Cherat, Pun- 
jaub, May 21at, w hich gi res a practical 
view of the condition of tho Russo-Afghan 
difficulty at that date. Tho writer is evi- 
dently a man of experience and keen per- 
ception : — 

I don't myself believe in this Russian 
war and have novor dono so. It is too 
mad a business to tight about a 

STRIP OF BARREN DK8EHT, 
500 miles away from one's nearest outpost. 
Unless tho Russians wilfully place us in u 
position from which we cannot recede 
without disgrace, it would be folly to go 
to war. There is no doubt that wo have 
been placed in that position and that our 
failure to act on tho news of Pendjeh con- 
stituted a disgrace that wo never should 
have submitted to, but as the government 
have accepted this position 1 see no pos- 
sibility of or reason for coming to blows 
unless Russia advances still further. After 
swallowing Pendjeh. why fight about a 
detail afterwards? For tho present pro ■ 
bably Russia will take a breather, con- 
struct her railways and get everything 
ready for the next stop, when tho whole 
comedy will ho re-enacted, for wo Bhall 
doubtless bo just as unprepared for war 
us now. Russia 

CAN' NOW TAKE HERA I' 

at any moment she chooses ami wo shall 
never be able to raise a finger to stop her. 
Hail we moved up there three mouths 
ago we might have saved the place; but 
now, with preparations rapidly approach- 
ing completion, imagine that the mo- 
ment wo threaten to go there or move a 
battalion beyond our proper frontier she 
will step into Herat beforo us. Wo aro 
now in fact completely checkmated in 
those parts and tho Russians know it and 
hence their insolence.

It would be 
almost impossible to maintain a largo 
army so far from our base, and further, 
tho result of victory up there would bo 
little or nil of any value to us, and henco 
the proper very uroat unwillingness to 
commence war on the Afghan frontier on 
military (strategic) grounds alone. But 
the political necessities of tho caso may 
overrule everything and compel us to

try, and to the wishes of your govern- 
ment. 

Wo tho pioneers of this country built it 
up, civilized it, and intend to hold it for 
our use and for our children, whom you 
seek to disposses. 

Whilst we allowed you to share tho 
business, wo never dreamed that you 
would dare thus to try to supplant us, and 
establish a system of slavery on our soil 
and under the British flag, in tho face of 
our boast that where it floats no vestige 
of si ivory shall exist. This you must put a 
stop to and at once. All who live in our 
country must be free men and good citi- 
zens . 

Ship your Coolies henco now, whilst 
you are given tho chance, or the forbear- 
ance which has hitherto boon shown to- 
wards you must ceuse; any further exer- 
cise of it would cease to bo a virtue.

We 
can not and will not quietly see tho broad 
taken from our children's mouths by you. 
And if you oblige us to use force to rid 
ourselves of this scourge, tho blame will 
rest on your own heads. Do not rely on 
the government protecting you in such 
practices. Unlike your government ours 
can not coerce tho people to that which is 
against tlieir interests, as it exists only 
l>ij the will of the people »nd must govern 
ill accordance with their wishes or fall,

Mr. Ed. Wassell's Propositions. 

Mr. Edward Wassell, civil and sanitary 
engineer, who has beeu in Victoria for 
several weeks examining the city, prepar- 
atory to making a proposition to tho city 
council in reference to the proposed drain- 
ago system, tin Wednesday evening last 
submitted two proposals to tho civic board. 
Ono is to the effect that he would prepare 
a scheme for the drainage of tho city, so 
that it may be intelligent to the citizens 
priorto their casting their votes forthe am- 
ount which will be required to construct 
the works. This he would agree to do for 
\ por cent, of tho total estimated cost; or 
he would roport thoroughly ou the mat- 
ter, Bhow general outlines of sewers, give 
detailed statements and complete informa- 
tion on the snhject, estimated cost, and 
plans that would enable contractors to 
tender on the work. This for one per 
c nt of cost. 

The second proposition is that ho will 
prepare plans for a complete se .v irago 
system for the whole city plot, ami super- 
intend tho construction of tho same for 
four per cent, on the total cost. 

To a reporter ' Mr. Wassell stated tho 
only correct and safe method for a city to 
engage in the construction of sowers was 
first to obtain a system that would cover 
the whole ground. Toronto and Mon- 
treal had spent many thousands in trying 
to perfect their systems, hut had not as 
yet attained it. This because they had 
not first worketl up from a system cover- 
ing their whole city plot. His plan is to 
begin with a thorough system that will 
embrace the whole city, and capable of 
preparing the work fur ,i population of 
200,000. Perfect plans will ho made for 
this, but only sewers necessary at 
the time constructed and these added 
to as the increase of population demanded 
it. For the purpose of paying for the con- 
struction of these sewers, a frontage Inx is, 
Mr. Wassell thinks, the must equitable sys- 
tem. At 50 cents a foot, payable m ten 
years, this would only mean the payment 
of $:i per annum tor a full city lot. When 
it is considered that this moans the carrying 
off of ull tho refuse kitchen and water- 
idoset matter, which at present costs a large 
sum to each householder to have removed, 
the amount paid will be in the end a gli al 
saving, besides rendering the premises 
sweel, a slato which at present does not 
exist. 

On being asked as to the tin il outlet for 
sewage, Mr. Wassell said that of course tho 
sea .was the correct place for it to empty, 
as undoubtedly the stench from the harbor 
would be very noisome after the sewers (or 
a considerable time had been depositing the 
tilth of tho city into it. 

Mr. Wassell comes highly recommended 
from the east, having been engaged iu the 
construction of various water and sower 
systems, the Inst of which was that of the 
sewer system of the city of Winnipeg, 
where a most extensive system was finished 
during the past winter and has proved a 
most admirable means of cleansing the 
prairie city. 

A Disgusted Mosquito. 

Tho well-known cheerfulness of the j 
mosquito is proverbial to all mankind. 
No matter whether the circumstances I 
under which ho is compelled to work aro | 
bright or dark, he always makes his 
minute presence felt by the constant song J 
of industry which emanates from him 
beforo he actually settles down to busi- 
ness. Last Sunday morning, while in i 
church, we noticed a well-developed mos- I 
quito alight on the head of a gentleman J 
in front who was intently listening to the 
sermon. Selecting what ho evidently | 
thought a particularly vulnerable place, I 
with a few preparatory efforts to sharpen ! 
his borer, tho mosquito struck u couplo of 
taps. Ho was evidently surprisetl at tho j 
result and changed his position, again 
sharpened his business end and gavo I 
several fresh taps on the cranium of his i 
victim. The latter did not seem to mind ] 
it, but the mosquito was evidently puzzled 
at the non-success of his efforts. He in- 
quiringly walked over the whole top of his { 
head, and selecting a third pluco, he tince 
more honed his hollow borer, and getting 
up on his hind legs came down with re- 
doubled forceseveral times . It was with tho 
same result, however, the owner of tho 
head did not notice the insect's presence, 
but took out his watch and slyly lunging 
at its face wondered if the sermon was 
going to last an hour.
